when  he  enters  on  the  theatre  of  this  world,  naturally  inquires,  Who 
•  he  is  ;  whence  he  comes ;  whither  he  is  bound  •  for1  what  purpofe  he  ex. 
ids;  and  by  what  bounteous  means  he  is  p  refer  ved  ?  He  finds  himfelf  de- 
feended  from  the  anccftry  of  creation;  he  looks  towards  the  enjoyment  of  a 
bleffed  immortality  ;  andfnould  therefore  employ  himfelf  in  contemplating  the 
wonders,  of  nature  ;  and,  in  humble  gratitude,  acknowledge  the  continuallyfuD- 
portmg  arm  of  Providence.  Curiofity  is  natural  to  man,  in  common  with  the 
icit  of  animals.  ft  hefe  feaft,  and  amufe  fhemfelves ;  they  engender,  take  reft 
when  weary,  and  provide  convenient  habitations  according °to  their  kinds; 
they  ft  tidy  the  preservation  and  fupport  of  their  young,  and  exert  their  talents 
m  providing  fortheir  own  fafety;  they  enjoy  the  faculties  of  the  corporeal  fenfes* 
and  are  capable  offeveral  mental  perceptions.  But  Man,  more  noble  in  his 
nature,  and  far  fuperior  to  all  other  animals  in  the  faculties  of  the  mind,  is  pof- 
fefled  of  inf  nitely  greater  capacity  for  obferving  and  inquiring  into  thofe  things 
which  lie  within  the  fpherc  of  his  intelligence;  from  thefe  he  is  enabled  to 
draw  much  jufter  inferences,  through  the  powers  of  reafon  ;  and  his  exclufive 
and  meftimable  privilege  is,  that  from  all  thefe  he  is  led  humbly  to  admire  the 

infinite  perfection  which  is  every  where  difcoverable  in  the  worics  of  the  all¬ 
wife  Creator. 

Hence  it  is  ofthegreateft  importance,  that  we  fhould  be  acquainted  with 
the  works  of  Nature  ;  than  which  no  ftudy  can  be  more  noble,  neither  can  any 
thing  exift  more  mterefting  to  the  human  mind  ;  for,  while  many  things  remain 
concealed  for  future  investigation, ‘that  which  at  prefent,  by  its  grandeur,  occu¬ 
pies  our  attention,  is  more  to  be  efteemed  for  its  intrinfic  worth,  than  on  account 
of  any  recompenfe,  however  large,  which  may  accrue  to  us  from  the  ftudy. 
Though  a  very  large  and  magnificent  portion  of  the  wonderful  works  of  Nature 
is  laid  open  to  our  views,  a  much  greater  ftill  lies  hid  from  our  eyes ;  for  God 
hatn  not  permitted  all  things  to  be  within  the  reach  of  human  capacity.  There 
are  many  things  of  which  we  have  learned  the  exiftence  ;  but  of  thofe  which 

may  exift  without  our  knowledge,  we  can  have  no  conception.  How  many 

things  are  there  of  which  we  have  acquired  our  firft  knowledge  in  this  age, 
and  even  within  a  few  years  ?  and  a  ftill  larger  portion  offcience,  of  which  we 
are  now  entirely  ignorant,  will  belong  to  our  fuccefibrs.  A  vaft  field  of  in¬ 
quiry  is  referved  for  future  ages,  when  even  the  remembrance  of  this  pafiing 
generation  fhall  be  entirely  obliterated  ;  and  the  time  will  come  when  the  iiu 
duftry  and  experience  of  thofe  whoare  to  follow  us,  fhall  have  made  many  dis¬ 
coveries  which  now  lie  wholly  concealed.  We  vainly  believe  ourfelves  amono- 
the  favoured  number  of  the  initiated,  while  we  ftill  remain  only  in  the  porch  of 
Nature’s  temple  ;  lor  her  myfteries  are  not  indiferiminately  revealed  to  all  her 
votaries ;  they  are  concealed  in  the  facred  recedes  of  the  interior  chamber,  where 
truth  lies  veiled,  and  is  only  to  be  attained  by  patient  perfeverance.  «  If  tem¬ 
perate  youth,  mindful  of  his  Creator,  would  follow  thefe  refearches  ;  if  thefe  no¬ 
ble  views  were  inculcated  by  the  aged,  and  liftened  to  by  the  youn^  in  3’ears 
carce  even  then  fhould  we  reach  the  depth  where  truth  lies  buried, &which  we 
now,  with  ceafelefs  ftudy,  fearch  for  on  the  furfaceT— «  It  is  certainly  of  great 
importance  to  penetrate  into  the  hidden  recedes  of  Nature,  and,  not  remaining 

contented  with  outward  appearances,  to  dive  into  the  facred  myfteries  of  the 
-Prnne  operations.5"
